JESUS WAS NOT FORSAKEN! 


George M. Lamsa, D.D. 


Editor’s Note: As a lad at his mother’s 
knee, deep in the mountain fastness of 
Iraq, Dr. George M. Lamsa was taught 
the language our Lord and His disciples 
spoke ... Aramaic. 


The community or nation from which 
Dr. Lamsa came is the only one in the 
world that has retained this tongue. 
Their Bible, the Peshitta, has existed 
throught the centuries ... and it remain- 
ed for this noted scholar to translate 
the entire sixty-six books into English. 


Unless otherwise designated, all pas- 


sages of Scripture quoted in this article 
are taken from Dr. Lamsa’s translation.

“And about the ninth hour, Jesus 


cried out with a loud voice and said,

Eli, Eli, lemana_ shabakthani! which | 
means, My God, My God, for this I 
was kept! (This was my destiny for 
which I was born.)” Matthew 27:46 


ELI, ELI, lemana shabakthani! which 
means, My God, My God, for this I was 
spared! It was a feeble cry which came 
from the lips of a dying Man. 


The heavy punishment inflicted on 
Jesus, the thirst and the loss of blood 
had weakened the strong and healthy 
body which for years had withstood the 
rigor of the climate, hunger, thirst and 
other difficulties. 


In this last hour of agony, intense 
thirst and suffering, Jesus’ words were 
so weak that the people who stood near 
the cross could hardly understand them. 


New York, New York 


And even His enemies, who stood 
close to Him, thought He was calling on 
the Prophet Elijah for help. This is 
because the name of Elijah, Aramaic 
Elia, is close to Eli, My God. They said, 
let us see if Elijah will come to save 
Him. 

None of the men who stood near the 
cross watching Jesus dying ever said 
that His cry was one of despair; nor 
the cry of a man who had been deserted 
and betrayed; nor the cry of a man 
who had lost faith in the cause for 


which he had dedicated his life. 


No, no one who was standing on the 
historic hill of Golgotha accused Jesus 
of weakening. No one said, at last God 
has deserted Him. But they said He 
has trusted in God, let Him deliver Him. 
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Had Jesus in this last hour said that 
God had forsaken Him, the Jews would 
have used His saying against Him. They 
would have taken it as a confession that 
He was a blasphemer and therefore, 
God had deserted Him in His darkest 
hour; because God never forsakes the 
righteous, but He may forsake the sin- 
ners. 


A Prophesied Event 


This is not all. Had Jesus’ cry meant 
forsaking, He not only would have de- 
stroyed the faith of His disciples and 
followers, but would have also contra- 
dicted His own teaching, the very as- 
surance which He had given to His dis- 
ciples, and the very cause for which He 
was dying. 


On the other hand, judgment and 
death on the cross did not come upon 
Jesus suddenly. On many occasions He 
had told His disciples that He would die 
on the cross and rise again; they had 
heard Him saying, “You will leave me 
alone; and yet I am never alone be- 
cause the Father is with me.” (John 
16:32) 


They had heard him saying that he 
and God were One. Moreover, the Jews 
had heard Him telling Pilate, “For this 
I was born.” Which means I came to 
die for the sake of the truth; so that the 


' world may know God and walk in His 
' way. 


How is it that the European transla- 


' tors of the Bible in the 17th Century 
| A.D., who were thousands of miles from 
| Palestine, and who could not speak Ara- 
» maic, knew more about Jesus’ cry on 
* the cross than the Jews who spoke Ara- 


maic and stood near the cross watching 
Him die? 

And how is it that Peter, John and 
other disciples and followers of Jesus 
never commented on these ominous 
words? Indeed, had Jesus meant deser- 
tion they would have commented on it, 

use such a statement, or even such 
a thought, was contrary to all that Jesus 
had preached and taught. 


The apostles did not comment on 
these last words simply because they 
knew what Jesus meant in their Gali- 

n dialect, or northern Aramaic. 


Jesus’ disciples and His followers 
knew that these precious words were 
uttered for them in order to strengthen 
their faith in Him and to remind them 
that He had to die on the cross and that 
the prophecies had to be fulfilled. 


Moreover, they knew had He meant 
forsaken, He would have used the Ara- 
maic word taa tani, which means for- 

en. 


« 


Indeed Jesus could have asked a 
legion of angels to come down from 
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heaven to deliver Him; but He wanted 
to drink from the bitter cup so that He 
might fulfill the prophecies and trod a 
new way, the way of meekness, gentle- 
ness and forgiveness, and to redeem 
mankind with His precious blood which 
poured on the cross and on the green 
grass. 


A Study In Aramaic 


The Aramaic word shabakthani is de- 
rived from shabak which means to keep, 
to allow, to spare, to leave and to for- 
give. The meaning of this word, like 
the meanings of many other Aramaic 
words, is determined by the context. 


For example, shabak li, which means, 
allow me. Saul killed all males, but 
he shabak, spared the women, shabak- 
lan khoben, forgive us our trespasses. 


Shabak li lakhma, keep me some 
bread. Even today, in Aramaic, we still 
say, God has kept us, or spared us for 
this cause, or for this mission, or for 
this destiny. 


The Aramaic text reads lemana which, 
in the vernacular speech is lemodi, that 
is, for what a thing, or for this thing. 
When we use this word meaning why, 
we add another word mitol, mitol lema- 
na, which would mean why. 


The Gospels tell us that in Gethsem- 
ane Jesus placed His life and His fu- 
ture in the hands of God His Father, 
with secure confidence of ultimate vic- 
tory over death, the cross and sin. 


During that crucial hour of prayer 
and decision, He was willing to drink 
the bitter cup because it was the will of 
God. In those dark hours He said, “O 
my Father, if this cup cannot pass, and 
if I must drink it, let it be according to 
thy will.” (Matthew 26:42) 


In other words, Jesus surrendered 
His will to do the will of God, with ulti- 


mate confidence of victory. 


Paul says, “Even when he was cloth- 
ed in the flesh, he offered prayers and 
supplications, with vehement cries and 
tears, to him who was able to save him 
from death; and verily he was heard.” 
(Hebrews 5:7) 


After His resurrection, Jesus upbraid- 
ed the two disciples who were on their 
was to Emmaus, saying, “O dull-minded 
and heavy-hearted, slow to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken; did not 
Christ have to suffer all these things in 
order to enter into his glory?” (Luke 
2425-26) 


Indeed Jesus’ rejection, judgment and 
death on the cross were foretold by 
Isaiah centuries ago. Death on the 
cross was the only means of salvation 
and the only way to reveal God’s love 
towards His children.

This is because He knew 
God was with Him, and His suffering 
and death were not in vain, but the only 
means of salvation of the world from 
sin and evil forces.

Invariably, every man and _ every 
woman has a destiny in this life. We all 
suffer but we suffer for a cause; for a 
new lesson in life and for rich experi- 
ences which guide us in the future. 


Jesus’ suffering was not in vain; it 
was a victory over death and evil forces; 
the sinister death which every Jew 
dreaded. 


Jesus, with His death on the cross, 
was to demonstrate once for all that life 
is eternal and indestructible, because 
God is indestructible; and that man is 
a child of God created in His own image 
and likeness. 


Prior to Jesus’ death, death was look- 
ed upon as an end. All those who died 
were cut off from God forever. Jesus 
had to prove that this ancient concept 
was wrong, and therefore He had to be- 
come an example of a new life — life 
eternal. 


The Triumphant Christ 


As we have said, Jesus’ cry was not 
a cry of despair but a triumphant cry, 
because He had fulfilled his mission 
with positive faith in God His Father, 
and had triumphed over death and the 
grave. 


The grave of Jesus is the only empty 
grave, and his body did not see corrup- 
tion, because God was with him. 


Millions of Christians in the western 
world are disappointed and bewildered 
on Good Friday when they are told that 
Jesus was forsaken on the cross. They 
are confused because, during the whole 
year they are taught that Jesus is the 
Son of God and that He and God are 
One. 


Moreover, in the mission field, Mos- 
lems, Hindus and people of other faiths 
have used this verse against the divinity 
of Jesus. I remember Moslems telling 
the European missionary that, “Your 
sible itself states that God forsook Him.” 
If He was God, how could He have for- 
saken Himself? 


I pray God that the new rendition of 
the words on the cross will help the 
Christians to have faith in the divinity 
of Jesus, His Messiahship and the tri- 
umphant victory He won on the cross. 


Such a belief will give us more 
strength during our trials and sufferings 
and will bring God closer to our hearts 


‘in the time when we need Him most.

There 
is no field of activity today where the Communists are more 
successful with their “peace” and “peaceful coexistence” 
propaganda. 


1. Former FBI agents working under cover in the Com- 
munist apparatus have testified to this. Herbert A. Philbrick, 
for nine years an FBI agent in the all-powerful Pro-4 group, 
has testified: 


“I know that the Communist threat to your church is 
greater now than at any time in twenty years ... This is the 
story of what I know — as much of it as may be revealed — 
told so that you will realize that subversion in the sanctuary 
is the most deadly and insidious menace facing America to- 
day ... It is no accident that your church is the number one 
target of the Communist conspiracy in America today.” 


2. Former officials of the Communist Party in the United 
States have testified that the Communists have concentrated 
upon the churches. Manning Johnson, a former member of 
the National Committee of the Communist Party, testified 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities, July 
13 and 14, 1953: 


“In the early 1930’s the Communists instructed thousands 
of their members to rejoin their ancestral religious groups 
and to operate in cells designed to take control of churches 
for Communist purposes. This method was not only pro- 
pounded, but was executed with great success among large 
elements of American church life.” He further declared: “The 
tactic of infiltrating religious organizations was set by the 
Kremlin ...” and “This policy was successful, beyond even 
Communist expectations.” 


3. Benjamin Gitlow, top official of the Communist Party 
in the U.S.A., testified July 7, 1953 before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities: 


“The Russian Communists were the first to exploit minis- 
ters of the United States and through them, the church organi- 
zations, for the purpose of spreading propaganda in favor of 
Communist Russia ... The policy in those days was framed 
in such a way that the members of the Communist Party could 
infiltrate church organizations for the purpose of conducting 
their propaganda among them, for enlisting their support for 





Soviet Russia and for the various campaigns in which the 
Communists were interested.” 


4. The National Council of Churches, by its General 
Board, and under the leadership of its official spokesmen, has 
given prestige to the Communists. 


Metropolitan Nicolai, second ranking churchman of the 
Russian Orthodox Church, was brought to this country im 
June, 1956 as the official guest of the National Council of 
Churches, attended the General Board meeting and was 
ushered around by the National Council of Churches presi- 
dent. Nicolai’s tirades against the United States had been 
published over a period of years in the Journal of the Moscow 
Patriarchate, calling our American soldier boys in Korea 
“civilized savages” and “American bandits.” 


A major general of the Soviet Secret Police, Peter 
Deriabin, identified Nicolai before the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee and also the House Un-American Activities 
Committee as “an agent of the Soviet secret police of long 
standing.” When being presented to the American people as a 
great churchman, he preached the Communist line in regard 
to its current political interests — atomic testings, peaceful 
coexistence and freedom of religion. 


An exchange delegation which earlier went to Moscow, 
headed by the then president of the National Council of 
Churches, was feted by Nicolai. Georgi G. Karpov, a major 
general of the secret police whom Stalin put in charge of all 
religion and who is retained there today by Khrushchev, en- 
tertained the delegation at a sumptuous dinner at the Hotel 
Metropole. 


The “Number One Protestant Defender of Communism,” 
who has infiltrated into the high circles of the church world 
is Professor Josef L. Hromadka of Prague, Czechoslovakia. 
He is a member of the central committee, executive committee 
and Commission of the Churches on International Affairs of 
the World Council of Churches, whose leaders in the U.S.A. 
are the same men who lead the National Council of Churches, 
or the ecumenical movement. 


Hromadka, in one of his peace speeches, February 1959, 
declared: “Communism is no embodiment of evil, no ‘murder 
of souls,’ ... as some people in the West believe. It is our 
task to demonstrate that this view is mistaken.” 


The Soviet Embassy in Buenos Aires, Argentina featured 
Hromadka in their Soviet publication, July, 1958, as one 
of the great fighters for peace and a winner of the Lenin 
peace prize. In their commendation of him the Reds said, 
“He accomplishes a great work in the World Council of 
Churches.” 


These leaders of the ecumenical movement and National 
Council of Churches in the United States are regularly col- 
laborating with Hromadka. February 8 to 12, 1960 in Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, Hromadka sat together with members of 
the executive committee. The National Council leaders, in- 
cluded Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, stated clerk of the General 
Assembly of the United Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 
and Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, president of the United Luther- 
an Church. We have a case of open “daylight robbery” as 
Hromadka represents the Reds in the churches. 


5. It was the National Council of Churches that sponsor- 
ed the Fifth World Order Study Conference, Cleveland, Ohio, 
November 1958. Most of its officials participated. This con- 
ference called for the recognition of Red China and her ad- 
mission to the United Nations, which gave to the Communists 
an ecclesiastical endorsement of their claims for recognition 
and their propaganda.

tives from the denominations in the National Council of 
Churches, sent to the churches, called for the acceptance of 
peaceful coexistence with the Communists. This letter follow- 
ed the pronouncement of the United Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A. at its uniting General Assembly in Pittsburgh, 
stating that “coexistence with the Soviet Union was com- 
patible with the principles of Christianity.” 


6. The attack of the Communists on the Un-American 
Activities Committee of the House of Representatives, de- 
manding its abolition, received ecclesiastical support in an 
advertisement appearing in the Washington Post and Times 
Herald January 7, 1959, declaring “The Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee should be abolished, not reorganized and 
expanded,” and concluded, “Let us rid ourselves of this agent 
of weakness and folly.” 


Among the leaders of the National Council of Churches 
who signed this demand were Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, Dr. 
John C. Bennett, Dr. John A. Mackay, Bishop Edgar L. Love, 
and Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr. 


Spectacle 


The spectacle of the Secretary of Defense groveling be- 
fore the National Council of Churches in abject apology 
raises fundamental questions for both the church and the 
state. The National Council of Churches, boasting of 38- 
million members, is so powerful that it can demand and re- 
ceive immediate withdrawal of an objectional publication 
and promises of punishment to the author even though the 
statements in the manual are true. A Protestant clericalism, 
drunk with its own power, has demanded suppression rather 
than the truth and the best interests of the nation. 


Never has such a spectacle been seen in the United 
States of America. A serious threat confronts the country. 
The National Council of Churches has sought to direct the 
foreign policy of the government. It now is seeking to change 
that foreign policy through its peace program, calling for 
the recognition of Red China. 


If the Council can assert its power with such effectiveness 
over the top officials of our Defense Department, what will it 
do when the ecumenical movement obtains its one-world 
church? 


We are humiliated to see our responsible government 
officials bow before such ecclesiastical pressures. Secretary 
of Defense Thomas Gates has embarrassed us before the 
world. He should have told the National Council of Churches 
that the statements in the manual concerning Communism in 
religion were true and that it was in the interests of the 
security of the nation that this information be given to the 
Air Force. 


When truth and national security can be summarily 
brushed aside because an ecclesiastical heirarchy demands 
it for reasons known to itself, it reveals that this nation has 
a apse department leadership which is supine and morally 
weak, 


The evidence of the Communist infiltration of the church 
and their use of religion in their propaganda war is abundant. 


The action of the Secretary of Defense in brushing aside 
the abundance of testimony and bowing servilely to the Na- 
tional Council of Churches merits the disdain of all liberty- 
loving Christians in the United States. 


The spectacle, however, of the Department of Defense 
surrendering is even more tragic when one realizes that the 
president of the National Council, Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, 
has been an insistent enemy of the Defense Department. 
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Dahlberg has written a foreword in the new book, “On 
The Brink,” of which Jerome Davis is coauthor. Davis has 
as long a Communist-front record as anyone. The book fol- 
lows the party line on coexistence, Red China, West Germany, 
the Middle East, and other questions. 


Dahlberg claims, “Readers of this book will be following 
the road to freedom,” and concerning national defense he 
declares: “Jerome Davis and General Hester in this volume 
expose the myths of war and national defense. In this process 
of de-mythologizing let us forever make clear that the charac- 
ter of war has so changed that it is no longer a thing of 
nobility but a thing of shame. It has outlived whatever sur- 
vival value it may have had in the past. Nor does it have free 
dom value.” 


It will always be noble for us to fight for the freedom of 
ho country, no matter what the odds or the fierceness of the 
attle. 


For the Secretary of Defense to capitulate to a church 
organization whose president denounces the “myth” of na- 
tional defense and ridicules the nobility of the spirit of a 
Patrick Henry is the height of insult to our integrity as a 
nation. — Christian Beacon 


President of ICCC Demands Investigation 


A full investigation of communist infiltration into Ameri- 
can churches was called for on February 18, 1960 by the 
President of the International Council of Christian Churches. 
Dr. Carl McIntire declared that such an investigation “is 
long overdue and we strenuously object to any punishment or 
reprisals against those who are responsible for placing this 


important material in the manual.” 


Dr. McIntire referred to an Air Force instruction manual 
under fire from the National Council of Churches due to in- 
formation it contains concerning communist infiltration in 
American churches and the National Council of Churches. 


“It is to the best interests of all the churches,” Dr. 
McIntire emphasized in Collingswood (New Jersey), that the 
activity of the communists in the field of religion be exposed 
and repudiated. The communists, rather than those who ex- 
pose them, are the ones to be repudiated by God-fearing 
Americans, while those who expose should be honored.” 


A member of the executive committee of the American 
Council of Christian Churches, Dr. McIntire affirmed that 
“The statements in the Air Force Manual concerning the 
communist infiltration of the churches are true. The manual 
is an understatement.” He asserted that the U.S. government 
“cannot leave the communist activity in the field of religion 
as a privileged sanctuary for the Red.” 


“We protest the Air Force’s withdrawal of this manual 
under pressures from the National Council of Churches,” the 
religious leader’s statement said. “Our Armed Forces should 
be informed as to the activity of the communists in all fields 
including religion ... The National Council, once these ques- 
tions are raised, should be the first to call, not for suppres- 
sion, but for a full investigation of all that the communists are 
doing in the churches.” 


Dr. McIntire concluded that the “government is not at- 
tacking religion nor violating any constitutional guarantee 
when it deals with the activity of communists in the field of 
religion.” 


“Our high officials have been intimidated by religious 
pressures,” the International Council executive ended. 
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THAT AIR FORCE MANUAL! 


A Comprehensive Report By 
Internationaletter 


ON FEBRUARY 17th the Washington 

Post and Times-Herald (Washing- 
ton, D.C.), morning newspaper, reveal- 
ed to capital citizens, and later through 
wire services, the whole of America, 
the presence of a U.S. Air Force instruc- 
tion manual containing passages de- 
scribing communist iniiltration in Amer- 
ican churches. The manual named the 
National Council of the Churches of 
Christ in the U.S.A. as a main center of 
communist front activities in Protestant 
circles. 


The ensuing hubbub from National 
Council officials brought a hurried apol- 
ogy from Secretary of the Air Force 
Dudley Sharp and Secretary of Defense 
Thomas Gates, Jr. 


It also brought about the withdrawal 
of the manual and promises for an in- 
vestigation designed to expose and casti- 
gate the knowledgeable individual who 
penned the offending passages. But the 
hubbub did not bring, at first, announce- 
ment of an investigation to discover the 
accuracy of the charges. 


As the controversy developed, it was 
discovered that early reports distorted 
the passages in the manual, lifted some 
out of context, and gave an impression 
that the offensive material was skimpy, 
ill-documented, produced by a group of 
Americans (among them Edgar Bundy 
of the Church League of America [see 
page 12, this Defender], M. G. Low- 
man of the Circuit Riders, and Rev. 
Billy James Hargis, an evangelist in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma) who _ consistently 
make the National Council of Churches 
a whipping boy for their minority dis- 
contents. 

Rev. Hargis and Mr. Lowman had 
supplied some information for the man- 
ual. However, the contents of the sec- 
tion in the document were much more 
extensive than National Council sources 
wanted its constituency and the rest of 
America to know. 


Communist Front Records 


Some six pages of information named 
prominent churchmen with communist 








front records, including Walter Russell 
Bowie, Henry J. Cadbury, George Dahl, 
Frederick C. Grant, and Leroy Water- 
man. These men were members of the Re- 
vision Committee and the Advisory of 
the National Council which produced 
the Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible. They were all affiliated with, as 
an example, the National Federation for 
Constitutional Liberties, cited on the 
Attorney General’s list as “subversive 
and communist.” 


The Air Force manual also quoted 
Dr. E. Stanley Jones in his book, “The 
Choice Before Us:” 


“... The statement Communism loses 
sight of the individual in the mass is ob- 
viously not true of a theory that culmi- 
nates in the words: “To each according 
to his needs and from each according 
to his ability.’ 

“The fact is as someone has said, 
‘Communism is the only political theory 
that really holds the Christian position of 
absolute equality of every individual’.” 


The booklet quoted at length from 
testimony given before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee describ- 
ing use communism has made of church- 
es in other countries and methods used 
to infiltrate and coerce the church into 
cooperating with communism. 


Churches Not Immune 


What government officials and many 
Americans unrealistically failed to re- 
alize during the early days of the con- 
troversy is that the church is not a sa- 
cred institution to communism. 


It provides an easy access to millions 
of American minds, unsettling those al- 
ready formed and molding those not yet 
developed by experience and sound ed- 
ucation. 

By limiting and suppressing knowl- 
edge of communist activity in the 
church, the government sets aside a 
privileged area in which fellow travel- 
ers, party members, and other ranks of 
communist workers are free to come 
and go, spilling their propaganda into 
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thousands of Christian homes through 
the country. 


Once infiltrated, the church becomes 
undermined and turned into an instru- 





ment for mass brainwashing of unques- 
tioning church members taught for gen- 
erations to respect and hallow the 
church and its ministers. Respect and 
reverence should continue. They should 
not blind individuals to the threats and 
realities of communist infiltration and 
presence in the church. 


Acting swiftly after both Secretary 
Sharp and Secretary Gates apologized 
to the National Council and ‘withdrew 
the manual, Dr. Clyde J. Kennedy, Ta- 
coma, Washington president of the 
American Council of Christian Church- 
es, and Dr. Carl McIntire, Collingswood, 
New Jersey, president of the Interna- 
tional Council of Christian Churches, 
requested an interview with Secretary 
Gates to present documents supporting 
the accuracy of the statements. 


Apology Demanded 

During a forty minute meeting with 
the Secretary, the two fundamental 
church leaders asked him to apologize 
to the nation for apologizing to the Na- 
tional Council without first determining 
the truth of the manual information. 
The churchmen declared to Secretary 
Gates that “there is a place for sucha 
manual such as the withdrawn 
pamphlet because the armed forces 
should be made fully aware of what 
the communists are doing.” 


Prior to the meeting, the Hon. Fran 
cis Walter, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, at 
nounced an investigation to find out 
why the manual was withdrawn befor 
its accuracy was established. 











In earlier statements before meetin 
with Secretary Gates, Dr. McIntire hai 
asserted that “The manual is an uw 
derstatement. We protest the Air Force’ 
withdrawal of this manual under pret 
sures from the National Council d 
Churches. Our government cannot lear 
the communist activity in the field of re 
ligion as a privileged sanctuary for th 
Reds. .. We call for a full investigation 
of the communist infiltration into th 
church. It is long overdue ... It ist 
the best interests of all the churches 
the activity of the communists in 
field of religion be exposed and 
pudiated.” 


Accusers Maligned 
National Council sources struck b 
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with varying degrees of complaint from 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake’s declaration 
that “The Air Force manual incident 
could not have happened except in an 
atmosphere compounded of ignorance, 
totalitarian-type thinking, and a willing- 
ness to accept as valid wild allegations 
from irresponsible sources, no matter 
how often they have been denied and 
disproved,” to Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg’s 
statement that an investigation should 
be directed “not toward the Air Force, 
but toward the apostles of discord fo- 
menting a spirit of dissension and sus- 
picion toward the churches, the colleges 
and other institutions of the Nation.” 


Following a much precedented pat- 
tern, National Council leadership at- 
tempted to avoid the charges by malign- 
ing its accusers. 


Undergirding manual charges, but 
not publicly recognized, reports from 
Formosa pointed up the duplicity of Na- 
tional Council of Churches leadership. 


Released prior to the Air Force man- 
ual development, the January 29, 1960 
edition of Ecumenical Press Service, an 
official organ of the World Council of 
Churches (with whom the National 
Council of Churches is affiliated), re- 
ported statements made by the National 
Council of Churches’ president, Dr. Ed- 
win Dahlberg, at a meeting of “military, 
government and missionary leaders dur- 
ing a recent three-day visit to Formosa,” 
which conflicted directly with public 
statements made to the press during the 
same visit. 


The latter statements, reported in the 
December 24, 1959 edition of the China 
Post, were made to placate anti-Nation- 
al Council feelings among Chinese pas- 
tors and missionaries still shocked by a 
National Council study conference in 
1958 which called for the recognition 
of Red China and its admittance to the 
United Nations. 


NCC Against Communism, 
But For Red China! 


For the public record, Dr. Dahlberg 
stated: “The National Council of 
Churches has repeatedly gone on record 
as being unalterably opposed to Com- 
munism. We are fully aware of its 
treachery and duplicity and its record 
in crushing all the human rights and 
liberties for which we stand.” 


William Frye, National Council di- 
rector of information, tried to help his 
chief by telling the China News Agency 
that Dr. Dahlberg “had never advocated 
U.S. recognition of the Chinese regime 
and did not participate in the Fifth 
World Order Study Conference in 
Cleveland.” A look at Fifth World Order 
Study Conference press releases will 
prove the inaccuracy of the latter part of 
Frye’s assertion. Dr. Dahlberg’s com-

According to Ecumenical Press Serv- 
ice, Dr. Dahlberg told the aforemention- 
ed group that “My personal conviction 
regarding this study is that I am in 
complete agreement with the report.

I do not think that the National Coun- 
cil of Churches will repudiate the recom- 
mendation (to recognize Red China).” 


(Editor’s Note: According to Action 
magazine, Canada has flatly rejected 
pressure for diplomatic recognition of 
Red China. Reasons given were: (1) 
it would be a blow to nations in 
the Far East who are resisting com- 
munism, (2) Red China’s actions in Ti- 
bet, Laos and India argue against it, 
(3) trade would not be helped. The po- 
sition was stated by Howard Green, 
Canada’s Secretary of External Affairs. 
It will be an encouragement to most 
Protestant missionaries in the Far East 
who are likewise opposed to giving Red 
China the esteem which would attend 
recognition by Canada or the U.S.)

THE National Council of Churches 
has been much in the news the past 
several weeks ... on two fronts. Para- 
doxically, both stories hit the headlines 
the same day ...

4. We are not in harmony with the policies of 
either the National Council of Churches mer the 
American Baptist Convention. 


5. Since, through the Missionary Program ef eur 
Unified Budget, we support the American Baptisi 
Ceavention, who in turn supports the National Coun- 
ell of Churches financially, we feel that we can best 
protest these policies throvgh the withdrawal of 
fends that go to the American Baptist Convention, 
@r to any of its affiliated organizations that support it. 








On March 9th the congregation voted 
by an overwhelming majority of five to 
one to accept the recommendation of 
their Board of Deacons. 


Local news outlets reported that the 
First Baptist Church of Wichita contri- 
butes annually a minimum of $33,000 
to the American Baptist Convention.

OU’VE HEARD IT SAID, “The 

family that prays together stays to- 
gether.” From rather disheartening ob- 
servation at times, however, my wile 
and. I have come to the conclusion that 
the family that “prays” together may 
yet go shipwreck unless that family also 
“plays” together. 


If this sounds like the watered down 
philosophy of a too modern evangelical, 
hold steady for a few paragraphs. And 
if you are also a parent, take brief in- 
ventory of your own family activities 
and the results of them. 


We have seven children. The oldest 
is newly married. The next oldest is in 
college. One is in high school and two 
are in junior high. My namesake is a 
second grader, our youngest a girl of 
three. 


So while we make no pretense of 
knowing all there is to be known about 
the do and do not aspects of Christian 
parenthood, we have learned lessons 
which may prove relevant to some of 
the less initiated. 


If any one rule for being a successful 
mother and father has emerged from 
the trial and error of our family life, 
it is this: to win your children, you 
must make them feel you are the most 
wonderful people in all the world. 


Discipline, of course. But give dis- 
cipline meaning because it comes from 
two people who give legs to love, and 
heart to happiness. 


We have fallen far short of the ideals 
which hindsight now gives to us. But 
we thank God for the evidences just the 
same of mixing fun with faith to lead 
little minds out of the wonder-world of 
childhood into the reality of a Christ- 
centered life. 


Failures and Successes 


Both my wife and I have taken note 
since our own childhoods of Christian 
homes which have succeeded, spiritually 
speaking, and Christian homes which 
have failed. 


Without exception, we have found 
that children go astray from homes 
where the solemn truths of the Bible are 
proclaimed as dynamic law, but where 
the parents, however sincere, fail to 
add that warmth of genuineness which 
must be seen for the Christian faith to 
ring real in a child’s calculating mind. 


There is not time here to speak of 
negativism. Except to say that any par- 
ent is on dangerous ground if the things 
he says “no” to are not outbalanced by 
the things to which he says “yes.” 


But I want to emphasize that, in my

opinion, successful Christian parenthood 
involves identification with the child in 
all the details and delights of life. 


From earliest childhood, we have 
found time to fill each day with at least 
a few moments of family frolic: long 
hikes through the woods which sur- 
round our homes, picnics along some 
nearby waterway, parlor games, and a 
family fun night, whenever my hectic 
schedule would allow. Out of these 
bright threads we have interwoven the 
more somber strands of family responsi- 
bility. 


The result? One by one — and to 
God be all the glory — we have seen 
our children come to the Lord and iden- 
tify themselves as positive Christians. 


Call it coincidental if you must, but 
I add that not one of these children 
made profession of faith in a public 
evangelistic meeting. Each met the Sav- 
iour either at my wife’s knee or at my 
own. 


Tight Budgets 


We have traveled thousands of miles 
together, on a budget that did not so 
much as permit the renting of a lake- 
side cabin for a week. Instead, thanks 
to the American procedure of so much 
down and so much a month, we bought 
an inexpensive tent. With it, we’ve 
camped in the mountains, at Niagara, 
out in the desert, and alongside Grand 
Canyon. 


Some of our most memorable occa- 
sions in family devotions have come out 
in the fresh breath of nature, a Chris- 
tian family enjoying together those pro- 
fuse magnificences the Lord has provid- 
ed, but which so few take time to enjoy. 


One morning, for example, a giant 
Sequoia formed the background for 
“But grow in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord Jesus Christ,” as we 
told our children, “It gives the Lord 
much pleasure to create one of these 
great trees, but not nearly so much 
pleasure as when He sees the building 
of a beautiful Christian life.” 


Discipline, too, has come as a na- 
tural course. Five, then six, and then 
seven youngsters make up a sizable 
safari; and more than once wary shop- 
keepers have watched askance lest some- 
thing go splintering to the floor. 


We'll always remember, however, the 





day we went through Ashland Manor, 
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home of Henry Clay in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. The lady in charge followed us 
through several rooms. 


But we had experienced this before, 
so we weren’t overly embarrassed. Af- 
ter a bit, however, she disappeared. 
She was sitting at her desk in the lobby, 
as we concluded the tour. 


“I must tell you something,” she said 
as we left. “Never in my life have I 
seen such a large group of well-manner- 


ed children.” 


I winked at my wife. Two of our old- 
er children grinned. Outside, one of 
them said, “Boy, Dad, it’s a good thing 
she doesn’t see us sometimes!” 


But, to this day when we go out to- 
gether — those who yet remain with us 
— the very mention of “Ashland man- 
ners” brings immediate meaning and 
results. 


Bible Reading Made Fun 


Even in our family worship, we have 
tried to intersperse the aspect of play. 
Instead of reading the Bible without 
comment, we relate it to the natural 
events of childhood, and of the rapidly 
passing years: the excitement of a ball 
game, the fun you can have at a friend’s 
house, or when he comes to yours, what- 
ever event of the day cast any shade of 
meaning upon the portion being read. 


For, again and again, the introduc- 
tory light touch would gain and hold 
attention for the deeper meanings which 
might otherwise be missed. 


Sometimes, frankly, we have wonder- 
ed if our emphasis on taking the happi- 
ness approach might be overdone. Like 
the time, for example, when one of our 
boys exclaimed: “You don’t seem like 
eur parents sometimes! You’re just like 
one of us!” 


But there was also the day when an- 
other of our children, in a solemn mo- 
ment, said: “You sure feel sorry for 
kids who don’t have a family like ours. 
No wonder they can’t understand why 
us kids are all Christians.” 


Draw your own conclusions. Rest as- 
sured, too, that our family life has not 
been spared its share of blemishes. But 
do be wise enough to face, as we have 
faced, the fact that a long, long bridge 
spans the gap between childhood and 
you. Only as you reach across this 
bridge to your children can you lead 
them safely across. 


My wife and I believe you undergird 
your children when you pray. You lead 
them in moments of serious counsel, 
of course, but you give meaning to that 
counsel, and to your prayers, when you 
take time to pray. 
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THE AGE-OLD CHALLENGE, whe- 

ther it shall be Christ or Barabbas, 
was renewed recently in the visit of 
Khrushchev to our shores. 


The reaction to his coming, by the 
American public, automatically divided 
the nation into three camps ... (1) 
those who welcomed him; (2) those 
who hated him; and (3) those who had 


no opinion whatsoever. 


Truly, those without an opinion could 
only belong to one camp — that of the 
Antichrist, for our blessed Lord has 
said, “He that is not with me is against 
me.” 


During Khrushchev’s visit, it was 
amazing to watch the reaction of the 
public. By it, one could evaluate the 
inroads the Communists have made in 
the thinking of our people, as the result 
of forty years of brain washing. 


It is amazing to see, in this free na- 
tion a traitor being wined and dined, 
and to observe the millions as they 
cheered him; as they stood in awe and 
respect in his presence, as he was given 
honors due only a respectable leader of 
a legitimate government. 


Our press reported his every smile, 
how he slept, how he ate; and afforded 
him every comfort and respect that 
could be given a gentleman. 


Across the nation, in the major ci- 
ties which he visited — like the mad 
mobs of Jerusalem 1900 years ago — 
thousands watched and cheered this 
bloody, modern, murderous Barabbas. 


I had the personal opportunity of 
viewing his arrival in Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania. There, as I stated before, like 
in other communities, the crowd was 
divided almost equally along three lines. 


Those who planned his tour must 
have known well the thinking of the

people of our nation, and arranged for 
him to stop only in localities where 
Communism had made great headway. 


This fact was obvious; no arrange- 
ments were made for him to stop in the 
Bible-believing sectors of our nation, 
nor in one single city south of the 
Mason-Dixon line. Those who planned 
his tour picked only the Communist 
strongholds, for in these they knew he 
would receive his best acclamation. 


Red Strongholds 


In the East they took in Washington, 
D.C., with that stronghold of Socialists; 
and New York City, long the center of 
Red activity and dwelling place of near- 
ly five million Russians. 


In the West they chose Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, the two cities which 
show the greatest strength of the Com- 
munist Party on the West Coast, and 
harbor the Harry Bridges revolutionary 
forces. 


In the Middle West it was Ames, 
Iowa, the center of Communist intrigue 
amongst the farmers, and the spot to 
which most of the left-wing professors 
who have been expelled from other col- 
leges have fled. 


The men who planned this tour were 
well versed in what they were doing; 
and they were determined that the world 
should be propagandized into believing 
that the United States was giving one 
hundred per cent support to the activi- 
ties of this Red Butcher, in the enslave- 
ment of his own nation and the satellite 
countries. 


True it was that they hoped to de- 
stroy once and forever any hope of 
freedom on the part of those who were 
sold into slavery at Yalta, Tehran and 
Cairo; and to write for all times a final 
epitaph to those who are being crushed 
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under the iron heel of Communism in 
Eastern Europe and Asia. 


So well did their Red propagandiza- 
tion movement work that both Pravada 
and /zvestia told the people of the world 
that this was the greatest welcome given 
anyone in the history of our nation. 


Not even the end of World War II 
brought such a sea of people out onto 
the streets of Washington, D.C. Chil- 
dren marched out of schools and work- 
ers out of the plants, to join the millions 
who lined the roofs and streets — and 
hung from the balconies and climbed 
monuments and trees; to give a shout- 
ing welcome to the great man of peace 
— Khrushchev. 


The Russian press stated that the 
crowds were packed so thick that there 
was not even a place to drop an apple 
— that everywhere there were smiling 
faces and raised arms and the waving 


of handkerchiefs and Red flags. 


This was the lie of lies; yet we gave 
them the opportunity to tell it. Those 
who wished to protest were herded off 
to jail, or stopped by a strong-armed 
Russian gestapo working alongside the 
local and State police. 


The Pittsburgh Visit 


I personally saw these killers face to 
face in Pittsburgh, where they contin- 
ually demanded of the local police and 
militia to beat up the patriots who were 
carrying signs telling of the massacres 
in the Ukraine and Western Europe. 


Many patriots who handed out Con- 
gressman Dodd’s message on the brutal- 
ity of Khrushchev were slapped around. 
A fifty-car caravan of Hungarian refu- 
gees enroute to the airport were dis- 
persed by police two hours before 
Khrushchev’s arrival. 


Then military men from our United 
States Army herded them into Moon 
Township High School and held them 
there under guns for almost three hours 
— even after the Soviet boss had re- 
tired to his room at the Carlton House 
Hotel. 


This caravan had originated at a Hun- 
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garian Lutheran Church, and was made 
up of Christians who came peacefully 
to protest. 


Shortly before Khrushchev departed 
from the Carlton House Hotel, Michael 
Ryan, a Georgetown University student, 
was arrested for displaying a placard 
that said: “No peace without freedom.” 


Mr. Ryan was standing in the crowd 
holding the sign aloft and displaying 
himself in ordinary fashion. Under the 
direction of the Russian gestapo and 
Safety Director Rosenberg of the Pitts- 
burgh police, the officers destroyed the 
sign, roughed up the young American, 
and took him to Central Police Station, 
where he was held for four hours with- 
out any charges being filed; and upon 
release by Superintendent Maloney, he 
was told that he could go free if he 
would file no complaint against the city. 


Another man on the scene was order- 
ed to take down his sign or it would be 
destroyed, and the Russian gestapo, 
along with the American police, slapped 
the man around and tore up the sign 
which read: “No Munich on the Poto- 
mac.” 

No security problem was involved in 
these cases. American citizens merely 
sought to express their views peacefully. 


Let me say that we do not regard the 
Khrushchev visit as justification for the 
suspension of the American Bill of 
Rights — yet some with authority seem 
to act in that manner. 


Let us review a few more of the cases 
of deprivement of liberties to American 
citizens during Khrushchev’s visit here. 


In Pittsburgh, a reporter was given 
the bum’s rush while the Red press had 
free run. One photographer, Morris 
Berman, was bodily carried off the air- 
field by four county police and a man 
from the sheriff’s office. 


The American photographers were 
roped off thirty-five feet away from the 
plane, but the Reds were allowed to go 
right up to it. 


The reporters protested that they all 
had the same credentials and it was not 
right to segregate the American press 
from the Russian press, or deny them 
the privilege of covering the statements 
being made. 


Free TV Time 


Furthermore, another breach of our 
liberty was seen in the granting of 
Khrushchev complete free time for sev- 
eral hours over our national television 
broadcasts, to propagate the doctrines 
of the Communist Party, which he did 
as openly as it has ever been expounded. 


Would these same television networks 
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grant the identical right to the leaders 
of the Hungarian Freedom Fighters and 
other liberty-loving patriots from satel- 
lite nations under Red control? 


Yes, Barabbas Khrushchev was given 
his day in America, and multitudes who 
enjoy our freedom showed their love 
for the Red Soviet Butcher. I thank God 
that this was not true of vast millions 
of Americans who openly showed their 
protest. 


In New York City, the wife of the late 
Senator McCarthy spoke to a gathering 
at Carnegie Hall, and told the crowd 
of 2,500 that her heart was warmed by 
the cool reception given this Red chief 
in Washington, D.C., and New York. 


At Bunker Hill, fifteen thousand gath- 
ered with Cardinal Cushing to offer up 
prayers for those suffering behind the 
Iron and Bamboo Curtain. 


In Washington, D.C., a sky-writing 
plane drew a huge cross over the city. 
Throughout our capital Church bells 
tolled the hymn, “Faith Of Our Fath- 
ers,” and many Churches were draped 


in black. 


Before the White House students of 
Georgetown University carried a large 
sign saying, “Tyrants Unwelcome in the 

S.A.” 


Along the parade route many wore 
black arm bands, and Robert Stevens, 
the son of the former Secretary of the 
Army, and his wife Hope, were arrest- 
ed for displaying a skull and crossbones 
flag. 


A Washington, D.C. woman, who de- 
sires that her name be withheld since 
her husband is a government employee, 
was brutally struck across the chest by 
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police while she and several other wom- 
en were displaying black flags and ban- 
ners. 


A religious Mass of Protest was held 
at the Russian Orthodox Church of St. 
Alexander Nevsky. 


In New York, a Hungarian refugee 
handcuffed himself to a fence rail in 
front of the United Nations building. 
Another climbed to the top of the Statue 
of Liberty and tied a black blindfold 
over her eyes. 


Other Protests 
In Pittsburgh I saw literally tens of 


thousands boo and shake their fists at . 


this medern tyrant. Yet the newspapers 
said that he was given a warm welcome. 


In many places throughout the land 
large parades were held with crowds up- 
ward to the tens of thousands, marching 
through the streets in protest against 
this Antichrist Khrushchev. 


In some cities cars displayed signs: 
Dial K For Murder; Communism Is 
Death And Slavery; God Bless America 
— God Free The Ukraine; Go Visit The 
Moon; Chief Of The Gang; Murder, 


Inc. 


In Denver, Colorado a large black 
casket with a placard denouncing 
Khrushchev’s part in the liquidation of 
21-million Christian saints, was dis- 
played all day on the date of his arrival. 


Truly, we can rejoice that millions 
stood in the gap and refused to accept 
this modern Barabbas, but will they 
now, for their acts, as the early saints 
did, pay for their loyalty to Christ? 


We have seen the hand of the enemy 
and his maniac move for retaliation. 
In the beaten form of Frencisaak Isaak, 
President of the Hungarian Freedom 
Fighters, whose unconscious body was 
found in Golden Gate Park about 
twenty-five hours after Krushchev left 
the city, we can see a drive on the way 
by every Communist in government and 
in the United Nations to silence the 
voice of those who will not accept the 
false peace proposal laid down _ by 
Khrushchev. 


Truly, he fits the picture found in 
Daniel 8:25: “And through his policy 
also he shall cause craft to prosper in 
his hand; and he shall magnify himself 
in his heart, and by peace shall destroy

four years of disarmament we can in- 
vestigate and find out what the other 
nation has.

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WHO KILLED JESUS CHRIST?

NE DAY THE WRITER WAS ASK- 

ED to meet with a group of junior 
girls to answer some questions which 
had been troubling them. 


Many and varied were the questions, 
showing that these youngsters had been 
doing some deep thinking, and confirm- 
ing the conviction that children have 
much more capacity to grasp spiritual 
truths than most “grown-ups” realize. 


One of the questions was, “Who kill- 
ed Jesus Christ?” In reply, an attempt 
was made to draw them out by asking 
them what they thought. 


One girl said the Gentiles had done 
it, while another contended that the 
Jews were responsible. Then one 
thoughtful girl said, “But God sent Him 
to the cross, didn’t He?” Then it was 
explained that many forces were involv- 
ed in that great tragedy. 


First. It was the Romans (Gentiles) 
who actually killed the Saviour for, be- 




































































ing the ruling nation, they alone had the 
authority to inflict the death penalty. 


It was the Roman judge, Pilate, who 
delivered Him to be crucified, after 
thrice declaring His innocence. 


It was this Pilate who washed his 
hands publicly to show that he disclaim- 
ed all responsibility for this bloody 
deed; but all the seas do not contain 
water enough to wash that crimson stain 
from his guilty hands. 


Then, it was a detail of Roman sol- 
diers who drove the nails through the 
hands that had rested in blessing upon 
the heads of little children, had broken 
the loaves to feed the hungry multitudes, 
and had touched the sick, with healing 


in their touch. 


It was these Roman soldiers who fas 
tened Him upon the cross, then brutally 
gambled for His clothing, and finally 
plunged a Roman spear into His heart. 


Second. The Jews it was, however, 
that delivered Him to Pilate, and clam- 
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ored loudly for His death. Indeed, it 
was their religious leaders, the priests 
and scribes, who in bitterest hatred de- 
termined that He should be slain. 


Now the Jews resent this charge, but 
then their cry was, “His blood be on us, 
and on our children,” and God has held 
them to their words. 


It was a Jew, Judas Iscariot, who be- 
trayed his Master with a kiss, and bar- 
tered his own soul for a paltry thirty 
pieces of silver. 


Third. But back of these movements 
of wicked men, both Gentiles and Jews, 
there was a sinister being who was pull- 
ing the strings. 

When Judas had made his decision, 
Satan entered into him.. He it was who 
had all along sought to frustrate God’s 
plan of redemption. 


Doubtless, there still rankled within 
him a burning memory of his decisive 
defeat at the hands of the Christ in His 
wilderness temptation, and he thought 
to have his revenge by sending the 
promised Deliverer to His death. 


Thus, we see that it was Satan who 
moved Judas to betray his Master, the 
Jews to call for His death, Pilate to de- 
liver Him to be crucified, and the Rom- 
an soldiers to perform their bloody task. 
It was Satan who brought about the 
death of Christ. 


Fourth. Yet as we read the story of 
that Perfect One Who manifested such 
miraculous powers over demons, as well 
as over disease and death itself, the 
conviction grows that He did not have 
to die. 


Were there not more than twelve le- 
gions of angels ready even then to do 
His bidding? But He had said, “Not my 
will, but Thine be done.” He had come 
to do the Father’s will, and that involv- 
ed the Cross. 


Then, as we hear His last exultant 
shout, “It is finished!” and see Him de- 
liberately bow His head in death, who 
can doubt that His was a voluntary 
death? 


No man or devil could have taken His 
life from Him otherwise. So in this 
sense, our Lord Jesus Christ Himself 
was responsible for His death. 


Fifth. But we remember that this was 
God’s will for Him, and so it was really 
God the Father Who sent His only be- 


gotten Son to the cross. 


Else, what mean those millions of 
bleeding sacrifices, all pointing to “the 
Lamb of God which taketh away the sin 
of the world;” what mean those many 
prophecies which foretell the Messiah’s 
death? Truly, He was “delivered by 
the determinate counsel and foreknowl- 
edge of God.” 
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Do you ask why? Because “all have 
sinned” and “the wages of sin is death,” 
“But God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.” 


So the Son of God came as a willing 
victim, to bear “our sins in his own 
body on the tree” and to die, “the just 
for the unjust, that he might bring us 
to God.” 


Sixth. From this it is clear, finally, 
that it was really our sins — yours and 
mine — that called forth this great sac- 
rifice of love! It was our sins that put 
Jesus Christ to death! 


A man once had a dream, in which 
he saw the Lord Jesus Christ being led 
out to be scourged. He saw the Sav- 
iour’s back bared, and a rough soldier 
take the lash and bring it down with his 
full force, leaving bloody stripes where 
it had fallen. 


Again the lash rose and fell, and the 
blood trickled from the back of the Son 
of God. A third time the lash was raised, 
but this time the sleeper could bear no 
more, and in his dream he rushed 
forward, caught the upraised hand, 
spun the soldier around, and — looked 
into his own face! 


Yes! it was our sins that crucified our 
Lord Jesus Christ; but, praise His 
Name, “with his stripes we are healed!” 


In peace let me resign my breath 
And Thy salvation see. 

My sins deserved eternal death, 
But Jesus died for me! 


This brings each one of us face to 
face with the question: “What shall I 
do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ?” If we have not already done 
so, we are each faced with the necessity 
of choosing one of the two following 
alternatives: 


(1) Accept Jesus Christ, and God 
will accept you. 


(2) Reject Jesus Christ, and God 


will reject you. 


Do not postpone your decision. “How 
shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation?” Accept Christ now.

“WAORE BOOKS have been written on 

Revelation than on any other book 
of the Bible. Then why another one? 
Revelation is still a mystery to most 
people, yet it is the only book that the 
church is commanded to hear.” 


With this statement, Rev. Bloomfield 
announces his purpose in writing this 
illuminative interpretation of a much- 
misunderstood but very important part 
of Scripture. 


Revelation is introduced by the as- 
surance of Jesus, “Blessed is he that 
readeth, and they that hear ... and keep 
those things which are written therein, 
for the time is at hand.” 


This places an obligation on all pas- 
tors, teachers and leaders, for the Lord 
continued, “I have sent mine angel to 
testify unto you these things in the 
churches.” 


The author has based his whole inter- 
pretation on a structure which keeps the 
entire volume before the reader while 
details are being studied. It is an ex- 
cellent device to help solve the puzzle 
of Revelation. 


Mastery of this structure and a few 
simple diagrams will prevent one be- 
coming lost in the mass of detail which 
has frustrated so many teachers.

sage. 
Revelation is also about the Church.

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Israel is mentioned but once, and that 
concerns the sealing of the 144-thou- 
sand.

The Church is mentioned in the first 
three and the last chapters, the saints 
in some manner in every chapter. An- 
tichrist is mentioned only in his rela- 
tionship to the saints and the false 
church. 


The term “church” is an earthly name 
and is not applied to the saints after the 
Rapture, but other words indicate their 
particular work, such as Elders, Living 
Ones, Bride of Christ, kings, priests, 
etc. Much of the confusion in interpret- 
ing Revelation stems from not recogniz- 
ing the saints in their heavenly organi- 
zation and work. 


Revelation differs from all other 
Scriptures in that it was all directly re- 
vealed by vision. John was told what 
to write and what not to write; he there- 
fore could not use his own distinctive 
style of grammar, vocabulary, and lit- 
erary construction. He was merely a 
secretary, taking dictation from his 
Superior. 


The Prophetic Language 


Two methods of expression are used 
in prophecy ... figurative and literal. 
Of the former, there are two groups of 
figures ... Types and Symbols. 


The Type has similar features to the 
Antitype, and must resemble it in some 
respect. A Type cannot be understood 
until the Antitype appears. 


But the Symbol has a given meaning 
and may be understood before its ful- 
fillment, if its meaning is indicated in 
some way. For example, leaven is al- 
ways a symbol of evil. The candlesticks, 
stars, beasts, dragon, etc. are symbols. 
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The Literal Language 


This deals with things in heaven and 
things on earth. The prophets had to 
use words about things known only to 
their day to explain things known only 
to our day. 


Heavenly things can be expressed on- 
ly by means of earthly things; hence 
many appear to be symbols when, in 
reality, they are not, but are literal.

Little is known about the Book of Job, 
as to author, time, nationality, literary 
origins, etc. The aim of the author is 
to present a work designed to be read, 
not alone by scholars, but by all those 
who love God and His revealed Word. 


Ten chapters, each preceded by a 
helpful outline, present the Prologue in 
Prose, Job’s Lament, The Three Cycles 
of Speeches, The Hymn on Wisdom, 
Job’s Final Summary, Speeches of Eli- 
hu, The Voice From the Whirlwind, and 
The Prose Epilogue.

A Christian minister testified: “In 
a ministry now covering more than fif- 
ty years I have never yet seen or heard 
of a single individual who became ad- 
dicted to the use of alcohol, in however 
slight degree, who did not suffer immed- 
iately and sadly in his spiritual life and 
interest. 


“No person can use alcohol, even in 
the mildest form, and retain a keen- 
edged spiritual purpose and a warm- 
hearted, responsible spiritual interest.” 


Many years ago, when wine was the 
strongest alcoholic beverage, Isaiah de- 
clared, “Woe unto them that rise up 
early in the morning, that they may 
follow strong drink! ... But they re- 
gard not the work of the Lord, neither 
consider the operation of His hands.” 
(Isaiah 5:11-12) 


What Isaiah warned against has been 
observed by Christian leaders for gen- 
erations, that alcohol dulls the edge of 
the soul’s perception. It brings es- 
trangement from God, leads to deterio- 
ration of religious interests, and separ- 
ates the drinker from spiritual resources. 


The church, the Bible, and Christian 
fellowship lose their appeal when the 
bottle becomes the idol, as it so often 
does after drinking begins. 


An eminent Christian doctor stated: 
“I have never met a man or a woman 
who indulged in alcohol freely who had 
any clear vision of the value of spiritual 
things. Its use is perhaps the common- 
est cause of spiritual blindness.” 


Effect On Christian Influence 


In a Southern community an evangel- 
ist talked to a liquor store owner about 
becoming a Christian. Realizing that 
he could not become a member of the 
church and continue to engage in the li- 
quor business, the owner defended him- 
self in these words: 


“When the church members of this 
community stop buying from me, I will 
close my store and become a Christian.”

Drinking has become a badge of 
worldliness, and is often allied with 
other evils, such as gluttony, lascivious- 
ness, profanity, and gambling. 


Cocktails, wine at the table, beer 
served to guests, are spiritual deter- 
rents. They blight spiritual living and 
destroy Christian influence. 


The drinker who is a church member 
not only damages his own spiritual life 
but also exerts a harmful influence up- 
on others. 


To his loved ones, his business as- 
sociates, and his acquaintances he says, 
in substance, “I am concerned neither 
for my own spiritual welfare nor for 
yours.” 


“Love worketh no ill to his neighbor” 
(Romans 13:10), Paul reminds us, and 
Jesus Himself said that the second great 





commandment is, “Thou shalt love th 
neighbor as thyself.” (Matthew 22:39 


A Christian must be conscious al- 
ways of his influence. He must forgo 
that which, though it may not seem 
wrong to him, might lead some weaker 
person astray. 


Dr. Chevalier Jackson affirmed, “Ev- 
eryone who drinks moderately sets an 
example that yields many drunkards 
among the weak.” 


Paul stated this principle eloquently: 
“Wherefore, if meat make my brother 
to offend, I will eat no flesh while the 
world standeth.” (I Corinthians 8:13) 


The nonuse of alcoholic beverages 
never caused any heartbreak or misery, 
never brought about any accidents or 
crimes, and never destroyed any Chris- 
tian fervor or influence. 


Young people should be taught that 
the first drink is often the first step to 
alcoholism. Abstinence properly taught 
and practiced is the Christian answer 
to the problems caused by drinking. 
Alcoholics should be rehabilitated, but 
prevention is much better. 


A church of abstainers is a church 
which will never suffer the spiritual de- 
cline which inevitably follows drinking.

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T THE HEART of the Christian 

message is the cross of Christ. It is 
much more than a sentimental sign, a 
symbol seen in the church, an emblem 
hung around the neck. First, the cross 
reveals 


The Holiness Of God 


What is God like? Some people con- 
ceive of God as a good-natured old 
grandfather with a long, flowing beard, 
who winks at our sin, pats us on the 
shoulder, and encourages us to do better. 


But God is almighty, great in power. 
He is holy, just, and righteous. “What 
is God? God is a Spirit, infinite, eter- 
nal, and unchangeable in His being, 
wisdom, power, holiness, justice, good- 
ness and truth.” (Westminster Shorter 
Catechism). 


God is holy. God has a law. God’s 
moral law is summarized in the ten 
commandments. When we break God’s 
law we must pay the penalty. “All have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 


God.” (Romans 3:23) 


Sinners are “come shorters,” that 
is, those who come short or miss the 
mark of measuring up to the perfection 
of God. This means everyone; all are 
included. All have sinned. 


“The wages of sin is death.” (Rom- 
ans 6:23) As payment for sin and pen- 
alty for breaking God’s law I deserve 
eternal, spiritual death. “The soul that 
sinneth it shall die.” (Ezekiel 18:4) 


“Your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God, and your sins 
have hid His face from you.” (Isaiah 
59:2) Sin separates. God will not have 
the defilement of unforgiven sin in the 
holiness of His heaven. Sin can separate 
us from God forever. 


Sin is subtle. It does not mean a man 
has sunk to life’s gutter. Here is a dia- 
mond. With the naked eye it appears 
to be of high quality. It is cut nicely; 
it sparkles attractively. It is large-sized. 


But a jeweler or specialist examines 
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the diamond with his trained eye 
through a revealing magnifying lens. 
He sees the inferior quality of the dia- 
mond; the poor craftsmanship in cut- 
ting its facets, the little defects and 
scratches that are on it. 


It may appear to me to be a perfect 
diamond. But the jeweler knows the 
true character of its quality. 


So you may appear to me to be the 
very finest type of person: of perfect 
reputation, morally upright, righteous 
in living, highly respected, good living. 


But God sees you and me as we real- 
ly are through the eye of His holiness 
and the magnifying lens of His perfect 
law. He sees the inferior quality of our 
nature. He sees our defects. He sees 
our sin. 


The cross shows us the holiness of 
God because there we see the wrath of 
God poured out in judgment upon our 
sin borne by Christ. “His own self bare 
our sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness.” (I Peter 2:24) 


Christ bore our sins for us. He took 
our place. He took our penalty and 
judgment. He received the wages of 
death for us. 


The cross shows the holiness of God 
in action against our sins because when 
Christ, God’s only Son, took our guilt 
upon Himself on Calvary’s cursed tree, 
He was forsaken by God the Father. 


God had to turn His back on His 
Son! God in His holiness could not 
countenance our sin. “Thou art of purer 
eyes than to behold evil, and canst not 
look on iniquity.” (Habakkuk 1:13) 


The cross was a cruel electric chair 
of that day. It was a horrible, painful, 
shameful death for the worst of crimi- 
nals. We cannot imagine the spiritual 
and physical suffering, the loneliness 
of being forsaken by disciples and the 
Father Himself (read Dr. Lamsa’s 
thoughts on this subject, page four, this 
Defender), the black crepe hung over 








the sun, the thirst, the weunds, the jeer- 
ing mob, the crown of thorns, the 
agony. 

In Isaiah 53 we see Him: His face 
marred more than any man, wounded 
for our transgressions, bruised for our 
iniquities. 

Clearly at the cross of Christ we see 
revealed the holiness of God poured out 
in righteous wrath and judgment 
against our sin laid upon Christ. 

My sin — oh, the bliss of this glorious thought, 

My sin, not in part, but the whole, 


Is nailed to the cross and | bear it no more, 
Praise the Lord, praise the Lord, O my soull 


Second, the cross reveals 


The Love Of God 


Nowhere else do we see the love of 
God, as it stands out against the back- 
ground of the holiness of God, more 
clearly crystalized and vividly pictured 
than at the cross. 


Here, as the Victim of the greatest 
injustice ever committed by men, He 
says, “Father, forgive them,” when He 
could rightly have commanded, “Angels, 
destroy them.” 


Why did Christ suffer and die on the 
cross? Because He loved us and chose 
to forgive and save us. God so loved 
that He gave His Son ... Whoever be- 


lieves has everlasting life and does not | 
come under condemnation because — 


Christ took our condemnation and judg- 


ment. (Read John 3:16-18) 


“God commendeth His love toward us, 
in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us.” (Romans 5:8) 


Oh, the leve that drew salvation’s plan! 
Oh, the grace that brought # down to man! 
Oh, the mighty gulf that God did span at Calvary/ 


Love bridged the great chasm of sin 
between us and God by the cross. Love 
spanned the great gulf that separated 
us from a holy God. 


Christ provides forgiveness of our 
sins and right standing with God. He 
is the Saviour and Substitute for sin- 
ners. “Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the Scriptures.” (I. Corinthians 
15:3) 


In the pocket of a man who died in 
poverty during the depression days 
about 1930 were found these words 
scribbled on a piece of paper, which 
have since been put to music: 


Many thoughts fill my heart 
as | ponder along, 
Many places attract me 
with charms of their own; 
But the thought ef all thoughts 
is of Christ crucified, 
The place of all places, 
the cross where He died. 


It’s the price of all sins, 

it's the height of all peace, 
It's Ged’s token of Love 

to a prodigal race; 
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It’s the greatest and grandest 
gift God could impart, 
Surpassing my reason, 
but winning my heart. 


© the charm of the Cross, 
how I long to be there, 
With that Love that shines from it 
what love can compare; 
The price of my pardon 
on Calvary | see, 
All my sins, O my Saviour, 
laid upon Thee. 


Third, the cross reveals 


The Way To God 


God’s holiness is seen at the cross 
where He sent terrible judgment against 
our sins even upon His own Son Who 
bore them. In the coming of Christ to 
take our place and die for our sins on 
the cross we see the great love of God. 


Because God’s holiness and justice 
has been satisfied through the action of 
His love in sending Christ to take our 
judgment on the cross, we clearly see 
that the cross reveals the way to God. 


“Christ ... suffered for sins, the just 
for the unjust, that he might bring us 
to God.” (I Peter 3:18) 


He said: “I am the way.” There is 
no other way to come to God the Father. 
(John 14:6) 


Peter said: “Neither is there salva- 
tion in any other: for there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” (Acts 
4:12) There is no other name. The way 
of the cross leads home, there’s no other 
way but this. 


There was no other good enough 
to pay the price of sin, 

He only could unlock the gate 
of Heaven and let us in. 


He died to redeem us — to buy us 
back to God. He died to reconcile us 
— to bring us back to God. 


“And as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up: that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, but 
have eternal life.” (John 3:14-15) 


“And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. This 
he said, signifying what death he should 
die.” (John 12:32-33) 


In the Old Testament (Numbers 21) 
we read that the people were bitten by 
snakes and many died. Moses lifted up 
a brazen serpent on a pole. He com- 
manded them to look up at the serpent 
and they would be healed. Those who 
looked lived. . 


_ This is a picture of the cross. There’s 
life for a look of faith at Christ Who 
was lifted up on the cross to die for our 
sins, ~ 
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Caught up in the rush and fervor of 
mid-year exams, a student hurriedly 
following his usual routine of a quick, 
refreshing plunge in the inside swim- 
ming pool, entered the pool room. 


The light switches were down at the 
other end. The only light in the room 
came from a street light just outside the 
building. It shone in just high enough 
so he could see the ladders leading up 
to the diving board. 


With this light, and because he knew 
the pool very well, he decided in his 
hurried frame of mind not to run down 
to the other end to turn on the lights. 


He climbed the ladder and walked to 
the end of the diving board. The street 
light shone in behind him through the 
windows. He outstretched his arms, pre- 
paring to dive and, in so doing, looked 
up at the wall opposite him. 


There, cast on the wall, magnified 
many times, was his shadow ... the 
silhouette of a large cross. The sight 
held him; caught his mind; set him to 
thinking upon the Cross. 


In this deep, thoughtful attitude, he 
stepped back off the diving board and 
climbed slowly down the ladder. It 
wasn’t until his bare foot touched the 
coldness of the concrete bottom of the 
pool that, with a start, his attention 
came back to his surroundings. 


He realized he had been saved phy- 
sically by the reflected cross. The pool 
was empty. His heart was full. 


The cross is the way to God for you. 
Have you personally thanked Christ for 
dying there for you? If there were any 
other way, Christ would not have died. 
If there is any other way, Christ died 
in vain. 


You are faced with a decision. De- 
cision concerning the cross determines 
destiny. 


There is only one way to God, one 
way to forgiveness, one way to eternal 
life in heaven. That is by gratefully 
coming to the cross to acknowledge 
your sin, to thank Him for dying in 
your place, to receive Him as your Sav- 
iour, and to dedicate your life to Him 


as Lord. 


Consciously or unconsciously you are 
deciding concerning Him. You cannot 
choose not to choose. To neglect is to 
reject His death for you. 


Come to Christ. Look at the cross. 
Here, unmistakably, is revealed the holi- 
ness of God, the love of God, and the 


way to God. 


Oh can it be upon a tree, 
the Saviour died for me? 

My soul is thrilled, my heart is filled 
to think He died for me.

The peace of God which passes un- 
derstanding floods in upon the in- 
Christed soul, even when conditions 
seem dark, dreary and drab on the out- 
side. 


There are higher levels of living, 
transcending things mundane, known 
only to those who are partakers of the 
resurrection life that splintered the tomb 
and broke over a dumfounded world. 


Our bodies shall be fashioned accord- 
ing to the same pattern of His body. 
Conditions with us in the after life will 
be as they were with Him during the 
period that He remained on earth after 
the resurrection and before the ascen- 
sion. 


He was the firstfruits. The perplexing 
question, “If a man die, shall he live 
again?” has been answered. 


Job saw this truth through the eye of 
faith and the telescope of prophecy: 
“But as for me, I know that my Redeem- 
er liveth, and after my skin, even this 
body is destroyed, then without my 
flesh shall I see God: whom I, even I, 
shall see upon my side, and my eyes 
shall behold, and nof as a stranger.” 
(American Standard Version) 


His Appearances 


The order of our Lord’s appearances 
after the resurrection, according to ac- 
cepted chronology, appear to be as fol- 
lows: 


On the day of His triumph: To Mary 
Magdalene. To the women returning 
from the tomb bearing the message of 
the angels. To Peter, probably in the 
afternoon. To the two disciples on the 
road to Emmaus in the evening. To the 
apostles, except Thomas. 


Eight days afterward: To the apos- 
tles again, this time Thomas being pres- 
ent. 


Later, in Galilee: To seven by the 
shores of Lake Tiberias. To the apos- 
tles and five hundred other believers, 








on a mountain. Again, at Jerusalem 
and Bethany to James, as indicated by 
First Corinthians 15:7. To the eleven, 


At a subsequent date He appeared to 
Paul near Damascus and again in the 
Temple. 


The righteous Stephen, being stoned | 
by Jews, also saw Him. John the Rev. | 
elator enjoyed a similar visitation on | 


the Isle of Patmos. 


Cringing With Fear 


Jesus did not promise His followers 
an easy existence. He sought to fortify 
them with the warning that they might 
expect persecution: 


“Yea, the time cometh, that whoso- | 


ever killeth you will think that he doeth 
God service.” 


Little did they understand at the time 
these words were spoken, the suffering, 
sorrow, humiliation and bloodshed that 
awaited them. 


Time passed and the Master’s warn- 
ing was forgotten. Then came Golgotha. 
Judas betrayed Him. Peter denied Him. 
Everything turned black before the little 
band of workers. The prophecy of Zech- 
ariah was fulfilled: “Smite the shepherd, 
and the sheep shall be scattered.” 


The disciples had banked everything 
on Him and lost. The angry cry of the 
Jews continue to roar in their ears, like 
a hurricane of death. Sad, crushed, 
lonely, disillusioned, depressed ... and 
afraid. 


They feared the Jews would do to 
them what had been done to their Mas- 
ter. His fate promised to become their 
fate. 


“After this Joseph of Arimathaea, 
being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear of the Jews, besought Pilate 
that he might take away the body of Je- 
sus: and Pilate gave him leave.” 


The perplexed state of the Master’s 
followers is exemplified by the sight of 
the faithful Cleopas and a companion, 
fleeing from Jerusalem to Emmaus im- 
mediately after the crucifixion. “They 
talked together of all these things which 
had happened.”

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Presently a third person appeared. 
The Lord walked with them. Turning 
to the record, we read that upon reach- 
ing Emmaus, “He vanished out of their 
sight. And they said one to another, 
Did not our heart burn within us, while 
he talked with us by the way, and while 
he opened to us the scriptures?” 


The crucifixion witnessed the flock 
scattered, helpless, timid, cringing! 
Members of the group fled, hid them- 
selves behind locked doors, and sought 
in other ways to avoid persecution. 


The Transformation 


It was under these circumstances that 
an astounding thing happened at Jeru- 
salem. 


The frightened congregation came to- 
gether on the “first day of the week” 
to worship in commemoration of the 
resurrection, and “when the doors were 
shut for fear of the Jews, came Jesus 
and stood in the midst, and saith unto 
them, Peace be unto you.” 


This experience produced an immed- 
iate and complete transformation. Their 
Master was not dead, but alive. They 
had seen Him, heard His voice ... talk- 
ed with Him! 


Praise flooded their souls. New cour- 
age seemed to fill their spirits like mus- 
cles of iron. No longer would they 
quake with fear. Persecution could not 
deter their labors, nor hinder the mes- 
sage entrusted to them for the world. 


Henceforth opposition would only 
spur them forward in the Master’s serv- 
ice. They had caught a glimpse of the 
resurrected, triumphant Christ. 


Because the living Christ came forth 
from a tomb, His followers understood 
that they possessed a special message, 
the only message for a dying world. 


They had more than empty words, 
shallow promises and sentimental plati- 
tudes to offer struggling humanity. 
They had a dynamic, uplifting, redeem- 
ing story to tell — a story based upon 
reality. 


They had not been deceived. Their 
hopes had not been in vain. The Mas- 
ter with Whom they had associated and 
toiled, was alive forevermore. They 
would gladly lay down their lives, ra- 
ther than give up this faith which meant 
so much to them. 


It was the resurrection that clarified 
their vision, fired the humble group 
with missionary zeal, and sent them out 
fearless, flaming evangels. Fear gone, 
they moved forward and literally turn- 
ed the world upside down. 


They faced men, beasts and elements 
with dauntless courage. Their homes 
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were broken up. Many sealed the testi- 
mony with their blood. 


“Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went everywhere preaching the 
word.” The original term in this pas- 
sage, translated “preaching,” is euag- 
gelizo and means to “declare good 
news.” 

It was indeed news — very good 





news, that a Man, residing on this earth, 
had grappled with death and come away 
the Victor. 


Thus, men with fainting hearts were 
transformed into courageous mission- 
aries of the Cross. Knowledge of the 
resurrection enabled them to launch a 
program of evangelism that was destin- 
ed to eventually girdle the globe.

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Why does a person seek after right- 
eousness? It is a sense of insufficiency 
and dissatisfaction in all created things; 
a sense of guilt; a perception of the ut- 
ter inefficacy of all human prescriptions 
to remove sin or supply righteousness; 
a discovery of that righteousness which 
is “unto all and upon all that believe.” 


Those who thus hunger and thirst 
‘after righteousness are pronounced 
blessed. Why? Because it is the evi- 
dence of a new nature — acceptance 
with God. They are drawn off from 
the disappointing and perplexing pur- 
suits of the things of this world; they 
are “filled” — satisfied — with right- 
eousness, happiness, and finally with the 
likeness of God. 


And yet Isaiah declared that, regard- 
less of how perfect our character may 
be, “all our righteousnesses are as filthy 
rags.” 

Moral character is indeed the gar- 
ment of the soul, the garment which it 
weaves out of its thoughts, emotions, 
purposes and actual deeds. This gar- 
ment ought to be one beautiful whole; 
and clean also. 


But through sin it is all in “rags.” 
There is no unity, no wholeness, no 
completeness. It is all in tatters, and 
filthy tatters too. Sin indeed makes the 
soul ugly and hateful. How unlovely is 
every aspect of sin. But Christ’s atone- 
ment made it possible for His followers 
to some day wear robes unblemished. 


The Key Verse: Matthew 5:6 


“Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness: for they 


shall be filled.” 


We here in America have been bless- 
ed bountifully. Not many of us suffer 
from starvation; indeed, few ever go 
hungry ... but occasionally perhaps we 
might hunger for a few hours. 


Yet in that length of time we appreci- 
ate, more than ever before, the food 
which we are deprived of. Our minds 
dwell on succulent morsels, we recall 
the flavor; indeed, our mouths literally 
water at the thought. 


The same applies to thirst. Anyone 
who has been deprived of liquids for 
any length of time will readily admit 
it is an experience not soon forgotten. 
Our bodies need those precious fluids 
if we are to exist. Without them, we 
would dehydrate, our bodies turning 
to mere dust. 


Hunger and thirst are normal physi- 
cal appetites. But let us apply them 
spiritually. 


Exert that same appetite for food to- 
wards the direction of righteousness. 
Think righteousness. Strive for right- 
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eousness. Prune off all that is unright- 
eous. Then, and only then, can we hope 
to achieve our goal.

A man came one day to the great 
philosopher of Athens for advice. The 
man complained of a poor appetite: he 
did not desire food; he did not enjoy 
the food he ate. 


Socrates answered readily that he 
had a friend who had an excellent cure 
for this trouble. He advised the man 
simply to stop eating, telling him he 
would find that he could live more in- 
expensively, more healthily, and more 
enjoyably; and that his appetite would 
come back. 


When people do not hunger and thirst 
for righteousness, the most ordinary 
reason is that they are surfeited with 
eating the pleasures of the world. They 
have gormandized on selfishness until 
they no longer feel any keen hunger for 
right living. 


A regimen of fasting from the things 
of the world should help sharpen the 
appetite for the nobler things of life. 


A second thing which would have 
helped that Athenian would have been 
a solid order of good, hard exercise. It 
is a great builder of the appetite.
